To  His  Worship  the  Mayor, 

the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Control 
and  the  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Hamilton. 

Gentlemen : 

We  have  again  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Financial  Statement  of  the 
City  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1925,  together  with  the  various  State¬ 
ments  supporting  the  same. 

The  Financial  Statement  now  rendered  is  the  reflection  of  the  City’s 
Accounting  System  after  the  reorganization  which  has  taken  place;  and  while 
this  is  being  presented  some  months  sooner  than  has  been  the  case  in  recent  years, 
we  feel  confident  that  with  your  new  system  in  working  order,  and  your 
Accounting  Staff  having  full  knowledge  of  it,  a  similar  Statement  should  he 
ready  yearly  about  the  end  of  March. 

The  System  is  now  practically  complete,  and  our  contract  with  the  City 
is  therefore  almost  at  an  end;  but  we  intend  to  keep  ourselves,  periodically,  in 
touch  with  your  Accounting  Staff  for  some  time  in  case  we  can  he  of  any  help  in 
giving  explanations,  or  otherwise  facilitating  their  work,  if  such  be  thought 
desirable;  and  would  here  again  put  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  help  we 
have  received  throughout  our  work  from  Mr.  AY.  II.  Davis,  the  Commissioner  of 
Finance,  his  assistant,  Mr.  Bower,  and  Mr.  Me  nary,  the  City  Accountant,  and  his 
assistant,  Mr.  Newlands;  and  the  members  of  their  staff  who  had  to  do  the  heavy 
part  of  the  work  under  our  supervision  have  been  exceedingly  helpful. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  give  such  a  lengthy  report  as  that  of  last  year, 
which  can  be  referred  to  for  its  terms,  but  some  few  remarks  may  lie  made : 
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adjusted  in  1924.  We  would  suggest  that  these  he  scrutinized  by  some  officer 
who  has  full  knowledge  of  them,  and  any  further  adjustments  made.  We  have 
exhausted  all  means  known  to  us  for  the  verification  of  these,  hut  somethin}? 
further  should  be  done  along  that  line. 

The  remark  we  made  last  year  about  the  interest  on  the  Cost  of  Joint 
Underground  Conduits  being  charged  up  every  year  still  holds  good.  We  are  of 
opinion  that  this  should  be  paid  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Telegraph  Company, 
the  Canadian  National  Telegraph  Company,  and  the  Hydro-Electric  System. 
This  matter  should  be  taken  up  and  settled. 

We  are  also  still  of  opinion  that  interest  should  be  charged  annually  on  the 
amounts  included  in  Accounts  Receivable  as  due  by  the  McKittrick  Property,  the 
McKittrick  Street  Sewer,  and  the  McKittrick  Sterling  Street  Sewer.  Our 
remarks  on  this  matter  as  contained  in  last  year’s  Report  might  be  considered. 

We  would  point  out  that  your  Commissioner  of  Finance  is  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  so  regulate  the  purchase  of  securities  making  up  the  Sinking  Funds  as  to 
enable  him  to  have  the  money  on  hand  to  satisfy  the  holders  of  Debentures  as 
these  fall  due.  We  would  also  repeat  our  suggestion  as  to  some  better  method  for 
the  safe  custody  of  the  Securities  referred  to  in  our  last  year’s  Report. 

In  connection  with  the  present  banking  methods,  new  by-laws  have  been 
prepared  for  the  better  regulating  of  this  matter,  and  have  been  under  consider¬ 
ation,  and  are  practically  ready  for  submission.  These  we  suggest  should  be 
taken  up  and  discussed  and  given  effect  to  as  soon  as  possible,  as  only  by  doing 
so  can  the  requirements  of  the  Municipal  Acts  and  the  Bank  Act  be  met. 

We  would  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  Hospital  “Scrap  Account”  and 
Thermometer  Account.  If  this  is  to  be  operated  as  in  the  past,  we  suggest  that 
any  balance  on  hand  at  the  end  of  each  year  should  be  taken  into  account  in 
taking  care  of  the  requirements  of  the  Hospitals.  The  Account  is  increasing 
rapidly  as  time  goes  on,  and  no  evidence  of  its  Assets  are  obtainable. 

In  closing,  we  would  thank  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  and  others  with 
whom  we  have  come  in  contact  for  valuable  help  willingly  given.
